So little is known respecting the 
i'.nam int mines, their location, mode 
of reaching them, and their ingtbense 
extent and richness, that the writer, 
one of the discoverers of the district, 
otftrs the following to interest your 
readers, Panamint district is situated 
nearly due east from Lagunita post of­ 
fice and stage station ou the Owen’s 
river road from Havilah—distant from 
Lagunita 60 miles, and from Los An­ 
geles 215 miles ; from Independence, 
the county seat, say 100 miles. It was 
formerly known as the Telescope dis­ 
trict, in 1841 and 1862, and it a lofty, 
bold range of mountains, lying be­ 
tween Panamint and Death Valley; 
the main peak called “Chiombe,’’ In 
the native vernacular, rises to the pro­ 
bable altitude of 12,000 feet. The point 
of export and Import for the mines 
will be Los Angeles, until the South­ 
ern Pacific railroad has climbed the 
Telieuhapa muge and crossed the pres­ 
ent Owen’s river road near Desert 
Springs. 
But little work has been accom­ 
plished during the past Summer, ex­ 
cept a vigorous prospect of the district, 
tiie result of which has been the dis- 
ovvery and location of over one hun* 
drcd claims, and building by the 
miners of suitable winter quarters and 
roads to the mines. 
Now, however, 
vigorous work has been commenced 
by the owners, and the “Stewart’s 
Wonder’’ claim, and on the Wyoming 
Company, by tunnel mining on the 
lodes. 
Both lodes mentioned above arc con­ 
sidered first-class, the ores assaying 
from $200 to $1,500 per ton, and av*- 
aging from 5 to 15 feet wide.

Some disappointment is (expressed 
l»y our orante growers at their failure, 
from several causes, to realize the high 
price# heretofore' received for their 
fruit. We do not think that the pres­ 
ent low prices will rule for any length 
of time. 
The admission of tropical 
fruits free of duty under Attorney Gen­ 
eral Williams’ absurd construction of 
the law lias had a good deal to do with 
the reduction. 
The anxiety of our 
growers to dispose of their crop early 
in the season, has contributed to over­ 
stock tlie market, and the fact that 
much of the fruit is inferior in size as 
compared with other years, makes it 
worth less. 
If our fruit growers will 
pay more attentlou to the culture ot a 
tine quality of fruit, they will never 
rind any difficulty in realizing good 
prices, but if anything in the shape of 
mi orange tree is planted and Inferior 
fruit is the result, nothing else but low 
prices can be looked for. Neither will 
a tree that is overloaded with fruit to 
the extent which we have noticed in 
many eases this season, produce a 
Hinility that will command a high 
price.

ceived, the culture of the orange 
is 
one 
of 
the 
most 
profitable 
pursuits that can he found, and we do 
not think our growers ought to grum­ 
ble when $12 50 per thousand can be 
realized for ordinary grades. 
Orange 
deulers^n 4¡Te\V Orleans thiihk they are 
doing well when they get as mueli, 
and it is haxcUy to be expected that 
the prices received when the fruit was 
scarce, will continue to be paid when 
the supply becomes large and regular. 
Neither do we think it is altogether 
to the interest of the country that 
prices should be kept up so very high. 
When oranges bring $30 a thousand, 
t hey cannot be retailed at a price wlth- 
, in the reach of people of ordinary 
means, and the consumption must ne­ 
cessarily be small; but bring them 
down to reasonable figures and every­ 
body will use them freely, the demand 
wjlt l>e.ej:tt*i»siye **d regular, and the 
growers, taking into consideration 
their increased sales, will realize as 
much profit as ever. We cannot how­ 
ever impress too strongly on their 
mhids the importance of raising an 
extra quality of fruit. It will always 
command a good price, while It re­ 
flects credit on its producer. 


The P a n n a m in t District. 
We republish to-day an interesting 
letter from the Havilali Miner, in re­ 
gard to the Panuauiint mines. These 
mines have attracted very general at­ 
tention. and their importance to the 
trade of Ijos Angeles can hardly be 
over estimated.

house after the various meetings, upon 
the teachers and pupils.

Bunker H ill. 


A li I tic over a year morula ifrt the 
liMltti anniversary of the Rattle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting that their deeds should 
be commemorated.

Turning San Diego River. 
General Humphrey’s annual report 
of Engineering operations luis just 
been published at Washington. 
It 
contains Major Mendall’s report, re­ 
commending the diversion of the San 
Diego river into False Bay, the full 
text of which was printed in the San 
Diego Union last summer. Wo pub­ 
lish the following extract, 
“An the results of surveys mado by 
Lieutenants Hewer and Handburg, 
Major Momlell strongly recommends 
that San Diego river be diverted into 
its old channel, so as to make it again 
discharge into False Bay. After speak­ 
ing of the injurious enects of the de­ 
posits of sand borne down by the river 
in times of freshet, he says:” 
“There are doubtless other causes at 
work to impair this harbor. There are 
the wasli from the shores atotherpoints 
the sand blown in by the wind, and the 


cue roach incuts on the Hals made for 
commercial pur|*oses. 
All of these 
have injurious effect, yet they are all 
insignificant compared with the in­ 
fluence of the San Diego river. 
Moreover, until within four or live 
years, there have been no wharves, 
and it is not known that the 
flats have been encroached upon 
to any great extent by filling 
or building. With the advent of 
the railroad, it is probable that much 
more encroachment may be expected. 
It is plain to my mind thut the San 
Diego river is the principal author of 
all these changes, and it seems equal­ 
ly plain that these changes will go on 
increasing, if the source of them be 
not removed, and that all will end 
some time, perhaps remote in the fu­ 
ture, in the destruction of the harbor, 
and that long before that time arrives 
the harbor will cease to admit the 
class of vessels it can now accomodate. 
The remedy for these evils is to lie 
found In the diversion of the river into 
its old channel, making it again dis­ 
charge into False Bay. 
The cost of this work, it is believed, 
will be about $80,000. The appropria­ 
tion should be made at once. The work 
should all be done in the dry season. 
If a winter freshet should overtake the 
work in an unfinished state, all thut 
had been previously done might be 
lost.”

An Old Social War Redescribed. 
Our Washington correspondence has 
made it evident that the opposition to 
the confirmation of Attorney-Generul 
Williams us Chief Justice arises from 
social rather than political casos. The 
female leaders of society in Washing­ 
ton dislike Mrs. Williams because she 
was a divorced woman when she mar­ 
ried her present husband, and deter­ 
mined that she shall not have the pre­ 
cedence to which she is entitled were 
she tiie wife of the head of the judici­ 
ary department. 
It is notour purpose to discuss the 
merits of the question, or to anticipate 
its probable results. We only mention 
it as being in some aespects analogous 
to a contest which over forty years 
ago convulsed Washington, and even 
disorganized the Cabinet. The story 
of Mrs. Eaton is more or less familiar 
to many of our readers, but their 
memories will not be any the worse 
for a litttle refreshing, while there are 
others to whom many of the facts 
which we subjoin will have all the in­ 
terest of novelty. 
When General Jaekson had been 
inaugurated President in 1829, he gave 
the position of Secretary of War to his 
old friend John Henry Eaton, former­ 
ly United States Senator from Ten­ 
nessee. This selection caused a good 
deal of talk and unfavorable comment 
from the first, on account of the Secre­ 
tary’s wife. Her maiden name was 
Margaret or Peggy O’Neal. Her father 
kept a tavern at which many of the 
Congressmen boarded. Her conduct 
was rattier free and lively, and she was 
good terms with many of her father’s 
boarders, among others with General 
Jackson and Senator Eaton. She final­ 
ly married purser Timberlake of the 
uavy. He committed suicide while on 
duty in the Mediterranean squadron, 
in 1828. The reactionary gloom of dis­ 
sipation was the cause ascribed for the 
deed, though there were not wanting 
rumors of unpleasant news in regard 
to the conduct of his wife at home. 
In Januaro, 1829, the widow married 
Major Eaton. A few weeks later it 
was rumored that the bridegroom was 
to be a Cabinet officer, and the fair 
aristocraty at tliecapitol were shocked 
at the idea of being obliged to recog­ 
nize Peg O’Neal as an equal. I ir * 
The horror was not confined to the 
ladies. The Rev. Mr. Campbell, pas­ 
tor of the Presbyterian Church, at 
which the President attended, thought 
the matter worthy of interference, but 
believing it prudent to keep the back­ 
ground, told tiie Rev. E. S. Ely, of 
Philadelphia, the whole story, and 
that gentleman undertook to enlight­ 
en General Jackson by letter. There 
were some pretty hard stories about 
Mrs. Eaton, which if verified, would 
have shown her to harto be anything 
but a prude. The President would be­ 
lieve none of these. He denied them 
ull, and argued against their credibil- 
bility in a long reply to Dr. Ely. The 
latter was not wholly convinced, and 
rejoined. The President came out 
with a second letter, produced docu­ 
mentary evidence, and demanded to 
know Dr. Ely's informant. Mr. Camp­ 
bell’s name having been mentioned, 
he visited the White House, but was 
put down pretty emphatically by Gen­ 
eral Jackson, who criticised his course, 
and ceased to attend his church. All 
that executive iufiuence could do in 
behalf of the unhappy lady was done, 
but after all, few except office seekers 
and others who curried Presidential 
favor called upon her Mrs. Vice-Presi­ 
dent Calhoun, Mrs. Attorney-General 
Berrien, and Mrs. .Secretary of the 
Navy Branch took uo notice of her. 
Mrs. Donelseu, wife of the President’s 
nephew, and mistress of the White 
House, though forced to receive her 
would not visit her. Mr. Van Buren, 
Secretary of State, 'being a widower, 
could do the polite without incurring 
scandal, and was courteous according­ 
ly. The Foreign Ministers’ wives 
among the malcontents. 
The British aud Russian Embassa­ 
dors, being bachelors, were free to act 
the civil part as Mr. Van Buren, and 
was therefore civil to Mrs. Eaton. At 
a batl and supper given by the British 
envoy, Mr. van Buren entreated Mrs. 
Huygens, wife of (lie Duteli Minister, 


to allow him to present her to Mrs. 
Eaton, but in vain. When supper 
was announced, Major Eaton ottered 
to escort Mrs. Huygens to*'lie table. 
She at first objected, but to avoid a 
scene walked with him to the supper 
room. On reaching the table she 
found that her chair was placed next 
to thut occupied by Mrs. Eaton. Siie 
would not sit down, but, taking her 
husband’s arm, left the room and the 
house. The President was very angry 
and threatened to send Mr. Huygens 
from the country. This was only one 
of a series of like affronts. 
It was not society alone wiiich 
frowned upon the President’s portage. 
The Cabinet was divided, and though 
his associates tried to be civil to Major 
Enton, the politeness which excluded 
his wife oould not be very sincere. 
Coldness at last ensued, and having 
scandalized the lady as much as it 
could, society began to circulate ugly 
rumors in regard to her husband’s 
honesty. Next came an open rupture 
between Messrs. Eaton and Branch. 
The President felt bound to interfere, 
and acted with his characteristic 
promptness and decision. He com­ 
pelled the two Secretarys to be recon­ 
ciled, and soundly rated the other 
members whose wives had cut Mrs. 
Eaton, as conspirators against tiie 
peece and reputation of the Eatons. 
When the General put his foot down 
lie usually liad liis owu way, and he 
succeeded in a great measure this 
time. Harmony existed for a year or 
more afterward, but it was a superfi­ 
cial reconciliation. Female sentiment 
was not changed, aud the anti-Etoni­ 
ans in tiie cabinet were treated witli 
coolness by General Jacksou. A cool­ 
ness hud been growing up between the 
President und Mr. Calhoun, fomented, 
it is believed by many, by Mr. Van 
Buren, and a dissolution of the Cabi­ 
net finally took place. Tiie Secretary 
of War was a prominent actor in the 
movements which preceded the rup­ 
ture, and no doubt his personal griefs 
added zeal to his endeavors. 
Mrs. Eaton survived her husband 
a good many years, and died not long 
ago. Before her deatli Hlie married an 
Italian young enough to be her sou. 
The rascal ran away with her property 
in her later days, and left her quite 
destitute. Her career was an uuhup- 
py one, and an illustration of the fact 
that the women of a city can succes»- 
fully combat the ruler of a nation. 
Whether President Grant will fare 
better than his predecessor remains to 
lie seen.—[Cincinnati Gazette.
